Palms to Replace Peppers? 


With many of the 70-year-old pepper trees 
lining the lawn-carpeted central parkway of 
famed Euclid avenue badly damaged by re- 
cent windstorms, development of a program 
for their eventual replacement with palms is 
worthy of consideration. 

It has been suggested that a start might be 
made by planting palms alternately with the 
present peppers with a view to making them 
one day the predominant tree of the boulevard 
parkway. Both peppers and palms were set 
out originally by the Chaffey brothers, On- 
tario’s founders, but in later years the palms 
were largely eliminated. 

Those favoring such a project point out that 
the palm is typical of Southern California, is 
wind resistant and never fails to impreés visit- 
ors from less favorable climes. 

The pepper, they hold on the other hand. 
in its later years becomes brittle and subject 
to decay, making it an easy prey to the “north- 
ers” which, however infrequent, do occasion- 
ally visit this area. 

An avenue lined with stately palms would 


be a truly unique boulevard.—San Bernardino

Readjustment Certain Regardless 
Of What Party in White House 


Regardless of which major party might be 
in power, it would undoubtedly be faced with 
an economic readjustment and some. unem- 
ployment because boom conditions could not 
continue forever. 

During the period of World War No. II 
when American industry was busy with the 
production of war materials, followed by sev- 
eral years of pent-up demand resulting from 
a lack of consumer production. and then in- 
tensified defense buildup, the economy was 
running at full steam excent for a drop just 
before Korea. 

With the defense build-up nearing a level- 
ing-off period and the armistice in Korea, 
Signs were pointing last year to an adjustment 
and it had started in agriculture in 1951, 

Therefore, it stands to reason that, as Col- 
umnist Marquis Childs said the other day: 
“One hears many Democrats, including 
staunch adherents of Adlai Stevenson, say- 
ing, ‘Thank God we aren't in office,” 

Some readjustments are being made now 
and others will follow. Monthly average of 
employment from 1933 to 19941 was 44.5 mil- 
lion people employed and 9!° million people 
unemployed. During the war years of 1942- 
45, 53.8 million people were employed and 1.4 
million unemployed. From 1946 to 1953 the 
figures were: employed, 58.4 million; unem- 
ployed, 2.3 million. At the start of 1954, there 
were 59.8 million people on jobs and 2.4 mil- 
lion out of work. These figures were ob- 
tained from the Feb. 12 issue of United States 
News and World Report. 

Naturally everyone would like to see 
things running smoothly with prosperity and 
happiness for all and with no unemployment. 
This would be Utopia.

Terms of State Assemblymen and 
U. S. Congress Should Be Increased 


A dozen very practical questions about 
state government have been asked by the 
Joint Legislative Process committee in an 
“Opinionaire.” 

While the official blank concerning an- 
swers to the questions was sent here to The 
Upland News, any interested person is privi- 
leged to express his views to the committee. 
A letter addressed to the committee in Sacra- 
mento will reach its destination. 

Included in the questionnaire are such 
questions as to whether the terms of the state 
assemblymen should be increased from two 
to four years and whether pay of the assembly- 
men should be increased from $300 to $500 a 
month, 

Another question is: “Should tenure of the 
governor be limited to two terms of four years 
each?” 


In general our answer to the question. is 
“Yes.” 

Many capable persons who might be in- 
terested in serving the public in Sacramento 
as assemblymen dislike the idea for having to 
face an election every two years. What is 
said here about state assemblymen would al- 
so apply to U. S. congressmen. 

The purpose of having the terms of these 
officials very short is to enable the voters to 
have a very frequent expression in selecting 
their representatives. At present, however, 
the term is too short and the campaigns are 
too strenuous and too expensive to make the 
position attractive. 

Pay of the assemblymen is generally recog- 
nized as being too low to do little more than 
cover a person's actual expenses during the 
two year term. 

As to the governor's term, most officials 
are not popular enough or Politically astute. 
enough to be reelected more than once. Gov- 
ernor Earl Warren was the exception, he hav- 
ing served well beyond the two-term limit. 

In any event, there should be a limit placed 
on the length of service for a governor—just 
as there is for president of the United States. 
The suggested limit of two full terms should 
prevail in Sacramento. We hope the response 
to the committee is sufficiently strong to carry 
weight when the proposals are given official 
consideration, 


Universities Twice Their Present 
Size Is Prospect For State 


Enrollment in the University of California 
at its many branches throughout the states 
will be doubled within 10 years. 

That forecast is made very sanely by the 
board of regents and with good reason. All 
that we have to do is look at the swelling ranks 
in the elementary and high schools. 

Is this of any concern to us? Yas, just as 
much so as the cost of our local schools. 

If adequate finances are provided, the 
budget for the state university in 1965-66 will 
be more than $250,000,000. - 

University officials consistently have re- 
sisted efforts to increase tuition fees for stu- 
dents and in essence have told the legislature 
that if it's necessary to raise taxes to support 
the university—-taxes will have to go up. 

The university points out that the. constitu- 
tion guarantees it a first lien on all state in- 
come and it cites the traditional and constitu- 
tional guarantee in California of a free edu- 
cation to all citizens.
